Dear Sirs 


Pleass pardon the delay in answering your letter of September 
Oth. At the time the writ®°r was on his vacation and since then has 
been trfing to catch up with back work. 


We have looked through our photographs to see if we have any 
of the dollars that would apply as being used in this country in the 
early days but beifig common coins we do not ssem to have any photo- 
graphed. 


Most of the sieces used here came from the Mexican Mint although 
the Lima anc the Potosi Mints also supplied many of the coins, but 
the types are the same throughout. I would say that the types most 
commonly used here were the Column dollara, £478 made by Ferdinand VI, 
later by Charles III, the head type of Charles Lii and Charles IV dollars. 
you aan almost disregar the half dollars as these apparently did not 
czreulats in this country, in fact comparatively few were made. The 
2 real, one veal pieces and half real pisces, however, did. These were 
of the same type as the dollars. 


On account of the lack of half dollar pieces, our own Mint made 
quantities of half dollars, that being the reason they are the commonest 
of all denominations today. This, however, applies rather after 1810 than 
before. 


We can photograph for you all three types. The charge would be 
$4.00.
